—[Speciil Tole-
gram to Tie Bee | —A foul murder was com-
mitted in this city this ovening o a quiet
nolghborhood. A eltizan’s attention wns
attrnoted by ea groan and on invos-
tigation found 0 young man
nnmaod John Cathaors lying on
the sidewalk, He was uneonsolons and died
ina fow womonts, HExamination distiosod a
kuife wound over the hedrt. The ocause for
tho deod and the perpotrator are not known,
but several suspicions oharactors have been
nrrested.  Decenssd was nged twonty-three,
single, & moulder by trade, and the son of &
widow.

Yankee Robinaon's Grave,

Drs Morxes, In., Sept. 2.—|Specinl Tele-
gram to Tur Buw |—Some recent erroncoins
statements hinve beon sent out from Fort
Dodge  in regard to the grave of the woll-
kvown showman, “Yankes Robinson.” A
letter from Jefferson, In,, gives the true fnots
in the case. It says that some time in August
of 188 "“Yankee Robison™ came to Jefforson
for the purpose of visiting his =son, Silas
Robinson. Upon his arcival atJefforaon he
was very ill, and he also ascortalned that his
80N was not in Jefferson, “Yaukee' was taken
to the Head house, and, without monay and
without friends, the outlook was very sor-
rowlulfor him. The facts being made known,
Morning Star lodge No. 150, A, F. A, M,, of
Jefferson, ut onee tok churge of the siok
man, placed & competent nurse in charge,
called tne best of physicinns to treat him,
and when he died, which occurred the
fourth dny of Snﬁtmnlwr. 18584, the above
named lodge buvied him ab the Jefferson
cometery in the lot set apart and owned by
the Masonic brotherhood for the interment
of their beloved dead, The Muasonie frater-
nity at that time paid all tho exponses
of his last sickness— lia burial
cxpense, his physicians’ bills, and porchased
nud gave o ticker to bis daughter W her
home in the enst after his death, as she
wins penniloss, Among the duties
of the sexton |8 the oure of the grave
of “Yankee Hobingon,' said sattention belng
paid for by tho Musonio brotherhood. The
grave is loeated as finely as any in the com-
etery, amnd 15 kept ns “groen'’ us though at-
tended by the colose relatives of the dead
showman, Recently, when Sells” Brothers
citcus visited Jofferson, & procession was
formed, led by the mayor and council of
Jefferson. A band pliyed a dirge and o
visit of respoct was mwade 1g the grave of
the dead showman, where floweras were
scattored to show the respect that all ielt
toward tho dead man. At that timo Sells
Hrothors placed in the hunds of the Greene
county bank 5 to be used In purchasing a
monument for the grave, Shortly after this
date Ringland Drothers! circus informed the
bank that they wished to contrioute to that
fund and - nsked that it be held ull thewr
offering was received,  This has been done
and the 875 is still with the bank to be used
for the purpose named.

W. I, Florence, whon Hourd from
i odny or two ngo, wns bt the Springs,
Malvern, nmong the beautiful Glonces-
tershira hills, sayvs a London corress
pondent of the New York World, He
was in glorious health, and on the firsy
iy of this month he visited the greave
of Jenny Landiin the quiet cemetery of
that retived conntry villnge.,  The last
resting place of the Swedish Nightin-
gnle 18 muorked by an unpretentious
monument only six feet high and sur-
mounted by n simple granite eross.

The latest “drop-n-niclkel-in-the-slot"
muachine to make its public appeacance
is a deviee calowated to muke the unen=
Hehtenod obseprver believe thaf the avil
one is bolind it says the New York
Times. Itis o veat little nickol-plated
instrumoent =et up on 2 polished wooden
pedestal, and will tell any man’s nge—
and any woman’s too—with an invarin-
ble aceurney that is startling. The in-
strument itsoll isabout twelve inches in
height, and in itsfuce are sob six vertl-
cnl rows of figares, runming in an un-
aven, jerky wny from dive to eighty.
Over ench column is a sort of little pis-
ton vod, with a flat metal top.

The printed directions tell you fivst Lo
drop your nickel in the slot, then press
your foot hard down on a little podul
that projects from the birse of the pod-
estal.  This dono, you nre instructed by
u printed slip that popsout benoath tho
fiirnres to press with  vour fogers the
piston rod over each of the colums
which contain two ligures in your ago.
Thus, if you are twenty-six yenrs old,
say, you find that number in one of the
columns and press down the rod. Im-
mediately there pops into view the fig-
ure 8, You look for another column
with twenty-six in it, press the rod and
the tigure 10 comes quickly out, ‘T'hen
vou find another 26 in anotber column,
pross the rod and 8is the vesult,  Add
8, 10 nnd 8 wgether and you discover
that you are twonty-six years old,  Ivis
vary simple. and if you are honest with
it the machine pever fnils.
